Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it 
is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other 
information that is not in the English language: 

1. Japanese Patent Application No. JP1 1025165 published January 29, 1999 
discloses: 

Novelty - A message definition unit defines a message based on protocol of electronic 
transactions. The message is encoded and transmitted to an electronic transaction server (1). 
The transaction result is received from the server and passed to a user (3). The encoded 
message is decoded. 
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2. European Patent Application No. EP805394 published November 5, 1997 
discloses: 

The system has an object management system (13, 17, 18) with transactional properties 
such that each message sent to any of the objects (16, 21-25) in an object-oriented application 
(15) is processed as a transaction. The transactional properties provide for nested transactions 
since message initiated transactions(31-33) can spawn further messages which are processed as 
child transactions (34, 35). Each transaction are allowed to commit only when all its child 
transactions have terminated. 

The system includes a transactional layer (14) through which all messages sent to 
objects pass and in that each transaction is represented by a state definition which includes a 
pending set of messages, which have been spawned by each transaction but for which no 
corresponding child transactions have yet been created by the system.
